Honolulu, April 22.—I never dived 
under such splendid conditions or in 
such wonderful water as here at Hon­ 
olulu. 
Oil the east coast the w ater is dark, 
sometimes so black you have to feel 
your wray with your hands, and the 
bottom is muddy, but going down into 
this beautiful w ater is like passing 
through a wonderful picture. 
I didn’t have m any sensations. 
I I 
knew I w'as going to get dowrn to that j 
submarine, because off ’ Race 
Rock ! 
Derrishak went down 274 feet, and if 
he could do that I knew I could go 
300 or better here, and so could anv ! 
of the boys. 
I got on the cable and w'ent down j 
w ithout any trouble. 
It is easy to go 
down on the 
cable, 
which 
doesn’t 
make any trouble as long as you keep 
your lines straight. 
I kept looking up 
a good deal, to see that the lines 
foul, and slid down fast. 
Before I got to the bottom—in fact, 
as soon as I got 25 or 35 feet down— 
I could see it. 
It was a beautiful 
place, a beach as pretty as any beach 
von ever saw, clean, white sand, with 
little ripples made by the water. 
Sees the F-4 Plainly. 
The beach slopes up at quite an 
angle, and right there lay the F-4, on 
her side, her bow toward the shore, 
inclined enough to show' Hie slope of 
the beach. 
The w ater was so clear I 
could see bel? full length. It was clear 
enough ami light enough down there 
to take pictures if there wrere any way 
of getting a camera down, in an open 
chamber, for iiistance, as Williamson 
does iii Bermuda. 
W hen you look up the w ater is a 
light green, but when you look down 
it is a deep, clear blue. 
One of the 
most marvelous things, to my mind, 
is that there are no w'eeds down there, 
no vegetation, no fish, 
nothing 
but 
white sand like the slope of a hill. 
The cable I was oil led under the 
F-4’s stern. 
I worked around until I 
could get on top of her. 
The divers 
who followed me went dowrn on other 
cables and were able to land square 
on top of the submarine. 
I w asn’t nervous, because I was 
sure the lines w'ere all right; there 
was no danger from that, and then 
Mr. Stinson was up above looking out 
for me, and wouldn’t iet me stay 
down very long. 
I got an idea of the lav of the lines 
soon, and then w ent up again. 
Of 
course, it wras a long time before I 
reached the top, because of the care 
used in

depths, but I was glad to know that 
at least we had reached the F-4, lo­ 
cated lier and wrould soon be raising 
her. 
T hat’s the job we came from Brook­ 
lyn to do, and our personal feelings 
don’t count. 
It’s all in

Nobody but a medical man can tell 
just how deep a diver can go here. 
It depends upon the ability of the

Hardest Job He Ever Had. 
On a job of this kind the diver, so 
long as he is going up

tom, is too busy to think of danger. 
He has to w'atch the lines too closely 
and m ake observations. 
One of the things th a t struck mo 
tho most w'as this white, beautiful 
beach so far under w ater, and the 
subm arine stretched out on it, so 
daik and still.
